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Mr.  Bernard  Beacroft  -  nine  years  at  the  helm  of  Warwick  Academy. 


Born  in  Lincolnshire,  on  the  east  coast  of  England  in  1937,  as  a  young  man  Mr.  Bernard 
Beacroft  had  his  eye  set  on  a  career  in  the  Criminal  Investigations  Department  of  the  British 
police  force.  It  was  not  until  he  was  in  university  that  his  interests  turned  toward  becoming  an 
educator. 

Prior  to  his  arrival  at  Warwick  Academy,  Mr.  Beacroft  was  a  highschool  history  teacher 
(specializing  in  American  history)  and  during  his  career  he  has  taught  in  many  places, 
including ;  teaching  in  Nottingham  for  eight  years,  and  also  in  Detroit  for  the  school  year  of 
1970-1.  For  many  years  he  has  had  a  deep  interest  in  both  American  history  and  writing,  and  in 
1972  he  published  his  first  book  (to  be  used  as  a  textbook  for  British  schools)  which  was 
entitled ’  "  The  Making  of  America  -  From  Wilderness  to  World  Power. "  The  book  was  quite 
successful,  selling  100,000  copies,  and  was  in  print  for  twenty  years. 

In  August  1988  Mr.  Beacroft  first  stepped  onto  Bermudian  shores,  making  the  huge  leap 
from  a  sprawling  British  comprehensive  school  with  a  student  body  of  two  thousand,  to  the 
comparatively  compact  campus  and  tiny  population  of  Warwick  Academy.  Though  a  seemingly 
formidable  adjustment,  Mr.  Beacroft  notes  that  the  transition  was  made  easy  by  the  supportive 
staff,  parents,  and  student  body,  that  greeted  him.  He  recalls  with  a  chuckle,  the  most  memorable 
moment  he  has  had  while  headmaster  of  Warwick  Academy.  Just  two  weeks  after  his  arrival,  a 
welcoming  party  was  held  for  him.  He  was  told  that  the  dress  would  be  casual,  and  heeding  this, 
he  arrived  at  the  party  fitted  out  in  a  T-shirt  and  pink  and  black  sailing  shorts,  only  to  find  that 
the  Bermudian  idea  of  ' casual '  was  suits  and  dresses!  Needless  to  say,  some  of  the  parents  were 
none  too  impressed  with  the  new  principal,  in  fact  later  that  evening  one  man  came  up  to  him 
and  asked,  "  Have  you  met  our  new  headmaster  yet?  " 

While  headmaster  of  Warwick  Academy,  Mr.  Beacroft  has  been  pleased  to  see  the 
introduction  of  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  scheme,  and  more  recently,  the  annual  " Random  Acts  of 
Kindness  "  day.  He  has  also  enjoyed  being  actively  involved  in  the  school  Leo  Club.  In  terms  of 
academics,  he  has  been  particularly  delighted  to  see  the  increased  use  of  Information 
Technology  throughout  the  school,  and  he  stresses  how  vitally  important  it  is  to  have  computer 
skills,  in  this,  the  age  of  e-mail  and  the  Internet.  When  asked ,  "If  you  could  change  one  thing 
about  Warwick  Academy  what  would  it  be  ?”  his  immediate  reply  is  that  he  would , "  improve  the 
toilet  and  shower  facilities  in  the  school. "  He  would  also  like  to  see  more  " modern  ”  classrooms 
(particularly  in  the  science  block),  but  is  quick  to  add  that  he  feels  that  the  "old  architecture  and 
surrounding  flora"  are  a  very  positive  characteristic  of  the  school.  Though  Mr.  Beacroft  has  had 
to  expel  several  students  over  the  years,  he  does  feel  that  for  the  most  part,  students  do  try  to 
work  hard  and  behave  well.  In  his  opinion  there  is  a  lot  to  be  learnt  from  the  harmonious  way  in 
which  black  and  white  students  of  Warwick  Academy  work  together,  and  he  views  this  as  being 
one  of  the  school's  most  positive  aspects.  Mr.  Beacroft  strongly  believes  that  over  the  last 
twenty-five  years  Warwick  Academy  has  played  a  key  role  in  the  easing  of  racial  tensions  in 


Bermuda,  and  he  says  that  the  students  have  taught  him  the  valuable  lesson  that,  "  Just  being  at 
school  together  and  living  and  working  together  is  the  best  way  to  promote  racial  harmony  and 
integration. " 

Mr.  Beacroft  deer i be s  the  Warwick  Academy  of  today  as  having  undergone  "profound" 
changes  m  a  very  short  period  of  time.  The  school  has  changed  from  a  public  11-16  school,  to 
an  all  ages  private  school,  and  the  process  of  making  this  transition  has  undoubtedly  been  the 
most  challenging  task  he  has  been  faced  with,  while  at  Warwick  Academy.  He  is  well  aware  that 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  student  body  to  580  and  the  near  doubling  of  the  teaching  staff,  coupled 
with  the  curriculum  changes,  has  produced  added  stress  amongst  students,  teachers,  and 
parents.  However,  Mr.  Beacroft  anticipates  that  the  school  will  be  much  more  settled  by  the 
year  2002.  By  then  the  primary  school  will  have  its  own  buildings,  and  a  new  gymnasium  and 
music  suite  will  have  been  constructed.  He  also  expects  that  Information  Technology  will  have 
become  a  part  of  everyday  curricular  activity,  and  is  confident  that  the  academic  standards  of 
the  school  will  remain  very  good.  In  parting,  he  urges  students  to,  "recognise  that  Warwick 
Academy  is  a  good  school,  and  that  they  have  earned  their  place  here, "  and  encourages  them  to, 
"  work  as  hard  as  they  can  to  achieve  their  goals,  seizing  the  opportunities  that  they  have. " 

Reflecting  on  his  career  as  an  educator,  Mr.  Beacroft  observes  that  the  teaching 
profession  has  changed  enormously;  from  the  days  when  the  teacher  was  authoritarian,  and  the 
students  obedient,  to  the  present  situation  in  which,  "  the  teacher  has  to  respond  to  a  much  wider 
range  of  learning  needs  and  social  problems. "  However  he  is  quick  to  emphasize  that,  "  The 
profession  needs  dedicated,  good  teachers,  willing  to  put  in  extra  time  with  students, "  and  says 
that  in  the  midst  of  fluctuating  society,  schools  need  to  remain  as  "stable  "  places  of  learning. 
When  asked  how  he  would  like  to  be  remembered  after  he  has  left  Warwick  Academy,  he  pauses 
thoughtfully,  then  says,  "  I  hope  that  people  feel  that  the  school  has  developed  well,  and  the  right 
decisions  been  made. "  He  also  hopes  that  he  will  be  remembered  as  being  a  headmaster  that 
was,  "fair  cmd  reasonable  in  the  decisions  and judgements  he  made.  " 

During  his  nine  years  as  headmaster  of  Warwick  Academy,  Mr.  Bernard  Beacroft  has 
successfully  guided  the  school  through  what  has  likely  been  the  biggest  period  of  change  in  its 
history.  Following  his  retirement,  he  plans  to  return  to  England  with  his  wife,  and  is  looking 
forward  to  enjoying  the  "simple  pleasures"  of  life.  He  intends  on  keeping  very  active,  and  plans 
to  travel,  visiting  various  friends  around  the  world,  and  is  also  eager  to  begin  writing  again. 
Throughout  his  time  at  Warwick  Academy  Mr.  Beacroft  has  served  our  school  well,  and for  this 
we  thank  him,  and  wish  him  good  health  and  good  fortune,  as  he  looks  forward  to  entering  a  new 
chapter  of  his  life.

The  new  headmaster  -  Mr.  Lennox’s  first  impressions  of  Warwick  Academy. 


“Distinguished,  quite  attractive,  though  in  need  of  repair,”  were  Mr.  Lennox’s  first  impressions  of 
Warwick  Academy  as  he  viewed  our  school  on  a  Saturday  evening  in  November,  1996.  Coming  from  The 
Bulmershe  School  in  Berkshire,  England,  with  a  student  body  of  1300  eleven  to  nineteen  year  olds,  there 
was  quite  a  transition  to  be  made  to  our  five  to  seventeen  years  old,  school  of  500  However  Mr.  Lennox 
has  adjusted  well,  and  he  credits  the  teachers  with  being  both,  “  friendly  and  helpful.”  He  had  only  one 
regret  at  the  end  of  his  first  week,  and  that  was  that  he  had,  “spent  too  much  time  in  the  office,”  and  not 
seen  enough  of  the  pupils  of  Warwick  Academy. 

On  the  topic  of  pupils,  Mr.  Lennox  readily  admits  that  he  was,  “not  always  the  best  behaved  pupil," 
but  he  sees  this  as  a  possible  advantage,  making  him  better  able  to,  “understand  why  some  kids  act  the  way 
they  do,”  than  other  educators  who  were  always  good  students.  He  had  one  particular  headmaster  that 
caned  him  almost  every  week,  and  he  recalls  being  shocked  when  this  man  pulled  him  aside,  and  told  him, 

“You  are  a  lucky  b .  Lennox,  because  you  will  be  able  to  do  anything  you  want  to  do.”  He  regards  this 

statement  as  probably  being  the  best  advice  anyone  ever  gave  him. 

Now  having  spent  a  full  term  as  headmaster  of  Warwick  Academy,  Mr.  Lennox  has  had  a  chance  to 
interact  with  both  the  students  and  the  teachers,  and  he  is  already  beginning  to  plan  improvements  in  an 
area  that  affects  us  all,  discipline.  Though  he  is  quick  to  acknowledge  that  the  present  system  of 
disciplining  students  is  a  good  and  firm  one,  his  concern  is  that  it  is,  “not  entirely  positive.”  .  He  plans  to 
review  the  methods  of  discipline  used  at  Warwick  Academy,  and  hopes  to  make  pupils  more  involved  in  the 
improved  system,  with  rewards  and  recognition  being  given  to,  “those  who  do  things  right.” 

Mr.  Lennox  believes  that  this  sort  of  positive  discipline  would  encourage,  “better  and  closer 
cooperation  and  understanding,”  between  teachers  and  students,  and  he  stresses  that  we  can  make  Warwick 
Academy  better  by  developing  more  school  spirit,  through  increased  student  involvement.  To  this  end,  he 
urges  the  student  body  to,  “join  in  with  any  changes,”  being  made. 

Mr.  Lennox’s  message  is  one  of  greater  unity  amongst  the  school  population,  as  we  move  towards 
the  new  millennium.  Looking  forward  into  the  future,  he  is  confident  that  under  his  leadership,  Warwick 
Academy  will  develop  into  a  school  in  which,  “students  consistently  achieve  the  best  that  they  can,”  whilst, 
“really  enjoying,"  their  time  here
